The world’s hungriest energy-users 
are trying to bring their appetites 
under control. 
Spurred by President Nixon’s ad­ 
dress on the energy crisis, citizens and 
public officials throughout the nation 
Thursday initiated steps to burn less 
gas on the highways and use less heat 
and electricity in homes, offices, 
tactories and schools. 
There were people who lowered their 
thermostats, slowed their cars and 
turned off some of their lights. There 
were also people who complained 
about the changes they were being 
asked to make in their way of life. 
The President led the way by turning 
down thermostats in the White House 
to 68 degrees — and a spokesman said 
afternoon readings were 65 degrees. 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph J. Perk 
turned his office thermostat down to 62 
degrees. “ That may be too far. I may 
have to wear thermal underwear,” he 
said. 
Schools throughout the state of 
Oklahoma turned thermostats down 
and Pennsylvania school officials met 
to discuss an extended Christmas 
vacation to save heat. 
Some New York high-rise apartment 
managers were quick to comply with 
the suggestion to lower the thermostat. 
They noted that 68 degrees is the 
minimum daytime average set by law 
anyway. 
The Washington Gas Light Co. cut 
off natural gas service to 268 large 
industrial and commercial customers, 
forcing them to draw against scarce 
supplies of heating oil. The customers 
included Georgetown University, the 
University 
of 
Maryland, 
the 
Washington 
Hilton Hotel and two 
hospitals in the suburbs. 
The 50 rn.p.h. speed limit was put 
into immediate effect on the New

“ As soon as the U.N. checkpoints 
are established on the Cairo-Seuz road, 
there will be an exchange of all POWs, 
including wounded." 


Kissinger, who helped work out the 
agreement during the last two weeks 
in talks with Egyptian and Israeli 
leaders, said the two countries had 
agreed to sign the pact at a meeting on 
the Suez-Cairo road under U.N.

Kissinger’s aides had told reporters 
traveling with him that the new 
agreement would open the way to full 
scale peace negotiations by the end of 
the year. 
W atergate Conspirators 
Draw 1-4 Year Sentences 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt today was 
sentenced to a minimum of 24 years in 
prison and fined $10,000 while five 
other of the conspirators received 
much lighter sentences. 
The government recommended 
leniency in the cases of James W 
McCord Jr. and four Miami men. 
McCord was the first of the Watergate 
conspirators to begin cooperating with 
the government’s investigations into 
the scandal, and the four Miamians 
participated in the Watergate break-in 
out of a sense of misguided patriotism, 
the government said. 
McCord, who has served several 
months in jail and is currently free on 
bail, was sentenced to a term of one to 
five years on prison with no fine. U.S.

Possibility of precipitation, 20 per 
cent today, tonight and tomorrow 
Gasoline Rationing 'Probable' By Spring 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon’s top energy

probably will be imposed by next 
spring. 
John A. I>ove, director of the Energy 
Policy Office, emphasized that the 
White 
House has not made any 
decision whether or not to order 
rationing for the first time since World 
War II. 
But I/we said in an interview 
Thursday his personal opinion was 
that gasoline rationing “ will be pretty 
likely” by next spring, the start of the 
vacation-recreation season when 


Americans do most of their driving. 
If so, every vehicle owner can expect 
to be applying to a local rationing 
board, come next March or April, for 
tickets entitling him to purchase limit­ 
ed amounts of gasoline depending on 
the priority assigned to his use of it.

Wednesday night, President Nixon 
asked Congress to adopt legislation 
similar to that proposed by Sen. Henry 
M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., giving the 
president clear authority to order fuel 
rationing.

authority by mid-December. 
But Nixon soft-peddled the likelihood 
of using it. He said rationing might be 
necessary only if a multitude of other 
measures fail to cope with the growing 
energy shortage. 
An unannounced contingency plan 
calling for local rationing boards and 
issuance of ration coupons has been 
ready since last April 12. 
I/ive said that remains the plan for 
rationing unless a better idea turns up.

Egypt claimed it shot down two 
Phantom fighter-bombers and took 
their pilots prisoner. An Egyptian 
military communique said the planes 
tried to raid Egyptian army positions 
on the west bank of the Suez Canal. It 
reported one of the pilots in “ grave 
condition." 
Israeli 
and 
Egyptian 
officers 
already were working to implement 
the new agreement, and Cairo’s 
leading newspaper said Egypt, the 
Soviet Union and the United States 
were discussing an Arab-Israeli peace 
conference in Geneva under the aus­ 
pices of the United Nations. 
But Egypt’s semiofficial Middle 
East News Agency said Cairo had not 
agreed to lift the naval blockade. The 
agency, quoting an “ informed sour­ 
ce," also said the other points reported 
from Israel “ are not in accordance 
with what is contained in the American 
plan.” It did not spell out the differ­ 
ences. 
The agency dispatch, published after 
the reports from Israel were in print, 
indicated Es»vptian di^nleasure at the 


publicity given the U.S. proposals. 
However, it fell short of Egyptian 
rejection of the deal since the report 
was not described as an official 
government statement. 
U. S. officials with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger reported Thursday 
that Kissinger’s swing through the 
Middle East had produced Israeli- 
Egyptian agreement to a five-point 
proposal giving the Egyptians an 
access corridor through the Israeli 
army’s lines to the city of Suez and 
their encircled 3rd Army across the 
Suez Canal on the east bank. 


The Israeli state radio said the plan 
also called for exchange of prisoners of 
war “ as soon as possible,” lifting of the 
Egyptian blockade at the southern end 
of the Red Sea, negotiations between 
Israeli and Egyptian military com­ 
manders to arrange new cease-fire 
lines and direct peace negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt. 
The U. S. officials said Syria, the 
other major combatant in the October 
war, had not endorsed the agreement. 
Syria was not on Kissinger’s itinerary, 
and no Syrians took part in his talks in 
Cairo with President Anwar Sadat. But 
the Syrian front has been generally 
quiet since the cease-fire, and Syrian 
threats to resume the war have 
aroused no concern. 


Kissinger’s Middle East tour took 
him Thursday to Jordan and then to 
Saudi Arabia, where he discussed oil 
with King Faisal. But Faisal’s foreign 
minister, Omar Saqqaf, indicated the 
new Egyptian-Israeli agreement was 
not enough to get the desert monarch 
to lift his ban on shipments of Saudi oil 
to the United States.

presidency and arranging his papers 
for the National Archives. Several 
staff members have stayed on to aid 
him. 
They work every day in a renovated 
federalist-style townhouse across the 
street from the White House. The of­ 
fice space was made available by the 
White House, and a White House 
spokesman said Agnew would need the 
quarters for from four to six months. 
Associates say Agnew’s mood is 
good.

In Senate Bill 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A bill to 
settle a constitutional complication 
arising from the nomination of Sen. 
William B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, as attorney 
general was to be introduced in the 
Senate today. 
The measure, sponsored by Sens. 
Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., and Hiram L. 
Fong, R-Hawaii, would cut the at­ 
torney general’s salary from $60,000 to 
$35,000 a year. 
The legislation was requested by the 
Justice Department, 
which Saxbe 
would head if he received Senate 
confirmation. 
Under the constitution, no member 
of Congress may be appointed to any 
office for which the salary was in­ 
creased during his term. Saxbe was in 
the Senate in 1969 when Congress in­ 
creased the salaries of Cabinet 
members from $35,000 to $60,000.

President 
Nixon deserves 
great 
credit for keeping his nerve and 
stopping a onesided dispatch of Soviet 
troops to police a Middle Eastern 
cease-fire. 
But, in a longer per­ 
spective, Moscow is bound to be the 
ultimate beneficiary of any Middle 
Eastern settlement. When the UN 
called for the cease-fire, the Nixon- 
Kissinger team behaved heroically 
considering the age and probable 
inferiority of our naval force in the 
Mediterranean and the presence of 
Senator Fulbright as head of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
Yet the insistent question nags: why 
did we work so hard for an early cease­ 
fire in the first place? 
Because Nixon and 
Secretary 
Kissinger have harked back to the 
Eisenhower-Dulles attitude which 
robbed the British, the French, and the 
Israelis of an earlier triumph at Suez 
in 1956, the Soviets are now in the 
classic heads-we-win, 
tails-you-lose 
position. 
Moscow’s 
diplomatic 
maneuvering has been absolutely 
masterly in its ability to push alter­ 
native policies that tend toward the 
same destination. 
As long as the Soviet clients, the 
Egyptians, were plunging ahead on the 
East Bank of the Suez Canal, there was 
obviously no reason for the Russian 
diplomats to work very hard for a UN 
cease-fire order. But when the Israelis, 
who know something about the 
military principle of concentration, 
carried off their brilliant coun­ 
terstroke which put them on the West 
Bank of the (’anal and threatened to 
roll up the Egyptians from behind, 
Moscow moved with lightning speed to 
establish the illusion that the war had 
become a stalemate. 
If the U.S. had refrained at this point 
from telling the Israelis that they must 
obey a cease-fire, the Soviets would 
surely have been in a bad way. They 
would have had to choose between two 
evils. If they had elected to go the 
rescue of their Egyptian and Syrian 
clients, they would have had to face the 
prospect of an 
endless drain 
of 
material and a possible confrontation 
with the U.S. They were hardly in a 
position to risk a wider Mediterranean 
war with the Red Chinese waiting 
along that 4,000-mile inner Asian 
border and 
with 
their 
eastern 
European satellites still smoldering 
with the memories of the aborted 
“ Prague Spring” and the troubles in 
Hungary. But if they hadn’t shown a 
willingness to bail the Arabs out, that 
would have been disastrous, too. 
The U.S., however, with its people 
bemused by the custard pies that have 
been flying around in the Keystone 
cops comedy of Watergate, was in no 
position to play a bold hand. It takes a 
reasonably united country to sustain a 
successful foreign policy. 
The so- 
called hard Right has been critical of 
Kissinger 
for 
subordinating 
everything to his pursuit of detente, 
but the isolationist spirit that pervades

the country doesn’t give its new 
Secretary of State much room for 
maneuver. So it was probably in the 
cards that we would try to put fetters 
on the Israelis before they had con­ 
clusively won their fourth war. 
The Soviets probably suspected all 
along that we would act in the 
Eisenhower-Dulles tradition. By their 
ingenuity in stopping the war at a point 
where both sides can point to nominal 
successes they have forced a com­ 
promise. A compromise, to Israel, 
means a retreat from western Sinai. 
This signifies at the very least that the 
Suez Canal will be opened. It will be 
opened with the Soviet Navy flying its 
colors 
boldly 
in 
the 
Eastern 
Mediterranean. 
The latest edition of .lane’s Fighting 
Ships tells the rest of the story. The 
Soviets are rapidly building a superior 


cruiser and submarine power. With 
Suez opened and the Turks com­ 
plaisant about letting warships move 
through the Bosporous and the Dar­ 
danelles. the Soviet Navy will be closer 
than the U.S. Navy to the Red Sea and 
the Persian Gulf. Our public opinion 
would hardly permit us to fight a naval 
war in the Indian Ocean. The Soviets 
will soon control the oil lanes leading 
through the Indian Ocean to and from 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. 
Moscow is about to win a tremen­ 
dous diplomatic victory. The time will 
come when Kissinger is blamed for it, 
but it won’t really be his fault. We, the 
people, who have let ourselves be 
overwhelmed by the idiotic spitting 
contest over Watergate, are digging a 
great big pit for ourselves. If we don’t 
soon repair our ebbing m ilitary 
strength we will never climb out. 
Coal Production 
Faces Problems 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - 
The coal 
industry currently is operating at 
capacity and couldn’t increase im­ 
mediate production if it wanted to, 
says a spokesman for Consolidation 
Coal Co. 
“ You just can’t turn coal on and off 
like a faucet,” said Hazlett Cochran, 
director of corporate public relations 
for Consolidation, the nation’s second- 
largest producer of coal. 
President Nixon said in a speech 
Wednesday night that regulations are 
being issued to prevent utilities and 
factories from switching from coal to 
petroleum fuels and that he is en­ 
couraging operators of power plants to 
switch from use of residual oil to coal. 
That means there’s a need for more 
coal. 
“ There is plenty of coal to be 
mined," said Cochran. “ But you can’t 
gear up on a day’s notice. It takes men, 
it takes machinery, it takes additional 
capital.” 
Consolidation itself mined some 64 
million tons last year, mostly in 
western Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana. Seventy 
per cent of its production comes from 
deep mines, the other 30 per cent from 
surface mines. 
The National Coal Association 
predicts that 6(H) million tons of coal 
will be mined this year compared to 
575 million last year. 
But the Consolidation executive said 
the industry is now running about 7 
m illion tons behind last year’s 
production because worker produc­ 
tivity has dropped, coal companies 
have been plagued by wildcat strikes 
and enforcement of federal Mine and 
Health Safety Act regulations has 
caused the closing of some mines. 


"The President asked for the easing 
of sulfur regulations and wants people 
to switch from oilfired to coal-burning 
(furnaces),” Cochran said, “ but the 
one thing he left unanswered was what 
can be done to help production im­ 
mediately. 
“ The government has spent little 
money on coal research and produc­ 
tion 
such 
as 
gasification 
and 
liquification,” he added. “ This country 
has been hep on atomic power, where 
it has spent millions while it has spent 
just a token amount on coal research 
until the recent past.” 
Cochran said it would take up to six 
months to switch back oil-burning 
generating plants orginally designed 
to burn coal to coal-burning plants 
again. He added that making the 
changeover from a furnace designed 
orginally for burning oil would take 
much longer. 


A laskas Short 
O n Energy Too 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
Alaska, one of the nation’s energy 
hopes, is itself short on energy, says a 
state power official. 
John M. Stern, Alaska Public 
Utilities Commission chairman, says 
the state should cut off exports to the 
lower 48 states and foreign nations if 
necessary to meet in-state power 
requirements. 
Stern says the problem is com­ 
pounded by t he state’s harsh climate 
“ How do you tell a native in Kot­ 
zebue (above the Arctic Circle) to cut 
back on electricity when it’s the dead 
of winter.”

Speaking Of You r Health

I hope you can tell your readers oi an 
experience I had recently that almost 
cost me and my family our lives. 
We were driving home from a family 
dinner and suddenly my wife and I 
became terribly sleepy. 
I found that my coordination was 
bad and had to control myself to stay 
on the road. 
It was not until the next day that it 
was found that my car had a leak of 
carbon monoxide which was slowly 
seeping into the car from below the 
floor board. 
I wonder if many unexplained ac­ 
cidents could be attributed to such 
defects? 
Mr. J.S.T., N.C. 
Dear Mr.T.: 
I am grateful to you for sharing this 
experience with my readers. I am 
certain that your added warning will 
stimulate many drivers to check their 
automobiles for defective exhaust 
systems. 
The threat of carbon monoxide 
poisoning demands all-year-round 
safety precautions. In cold weather, 
when cars are closed, this threat is 
considerably increased. In warm 
weather, windows are closed because 
of air-conditioning, and the carbon 
monoxide buildup can increase if there 
are any defects in the system. 
Within the home, too, gas heaters 
may pour this hazardous gas into the 
lungs of unsuspecting victims. 
Carbon monoxide is an ordorless, 
tasteless gas that creeps up and does 
its damage before one is sufficiently 
aware to protect himself from the 
fumes of this treacherous poison. 
It is not frequently suspected that an 
automobile driver ran actually pick up 


the deadly exhaust from a car in front 
of him. Trailing a car too closely, 
especially in tunnels, can 
rather

Coal Co. 
“ You just can’t turn coal on and off 
like a faucet,” said Hazlett Cochran, 
director of corporate public relations 
for Consolidation, the nation’s second- 
largest producer of coal. 
President Nixon said in a speech 
Wednesday night that regulations are 
being issued to prevent utilities and 
factories from switching from coal to 
petroleum fuels and that he is en­ 
couraging operators of power plants to 
switch from use of residual oil to coal.

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. Hep. 
Clarence Miller, R-Ohio, has offered 
the first legislation since Watergate to 
outlaw political spying and dirty tricks 
in federal elections. 
“ Political espionage has no place in 
American politics,” Miller said. “ It is 
alien to our sense of fair play and 
serves only to undermine open and 
free elections.” 
He said his bill would make it a 
felony to conduct political spying, 
cover-up campaign dirty tricks or 
misuse campaign funds for these and 
other unlawful purposes. 
Conviction would carry a fine of not 
more than $10,000 and imprisonment of 
up to 10 years for any of a number of 
offenses, he said. 
Miller said his proposal deals with 
three problems growing out of the 1972 
presidential campaign. The bill would: 
Prohibit any employe to provide 
any service to another candidate with 
the intent of interfering with his op­ 
ponent’s campaign. 
Bar the use of campaign funds for 
political dirty 
tricks, 
wiretapping, 
electronic surveillance, burglary and 
breaking and entering. 
Ban any employe or volunteer 
from delibera tely concea ling any 
violation of the law.

Political Dirt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. Rep. 
Clarence Miller, R-Ohio, has offered 
the first legislation since Watergate to 
outlaw political spying and dirty tricks 
in federal elections. 
“Political espionage has no place in 
American politics,” Miller said. “It is 
alien to our sense of fair play and 
serves only to undermine open and 
free elections.’’ 
He said his bill would make it a 
felony to conduct political spying, 
cover-up campaign dirty tricks or 
misuse campaign funds for these and 
other unlawful purposes. 
Conviction would carry a fine of not 
more than $10,000 and imprisonment of 
up to IO years for any of a number of 
offenses, he said. 
Miller said his proposal deals with 
three problems growing out of the 1972 
presidential campaign. The bill would: 
—Prohibit any employe to provide 
any service to another candidate with 
the intent of interfering with his op­ 
ponent’s campaign. 
—Bar the use of campaign funds for 
political dirty 
tricks, 
wiretapping, 
electronic surveillance, burglary and 
breaking and entering. 
—Ban any employe or volunteer 
from deliberately concealing any 
violation of the law.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Gov. John 
Gilligan will be asked to expand the 
agenda of the current special session 
of the General Assembly to include 
consideration of a bill to reduce speed 
limits on Ohio highways. 
State Rep. James P. Celebrezze, D-4 
Cleveland, said he will make the 
request in response 
to President 
Nixon’s call for measures to conserve 
fuel. 
The legislature was called into 
special session by Gilligan to act on a 
campaign financing bill. It cannot take 
up other matters without the gover­ 
nor’s approval. 
Celebrezze said a bill already before 
the House Transportation Committee, 
of which he is chairman, could be 
amended to reduce the speed limit on 
state highways to 55 miles per hour. 
In its present form, the pending 
measure also provides for an increase 
in the agreed limit of trucks from 55 to 
60 m.p.h., a move truckers have been 
demanding, Celebrezze noted. 
But the Cleveland legislator said he 
believes “ because of the present fuel 
crisis, that action would not be in the 
best interest of the country.’’

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— Gov. John 
Gilligan will be asked to expand the 
agenda of the current special session 
of the General Assembly to include 
consideration of a bill to reduce speed 
limits on Ohio highways. 
State Rep. James P. Celebrezze, D-4 
Cleveland, said he will make the 
request in response to President 
Nixon’s call for measures to conserve 
fuel. 
The legislature was called into 
special session by Gilligan to act on a 
campaign financing bill. It cannot take 
up other matters without the gover­ 
nor’s approval. 
Celebrezze said a bill already before 
the House Transportation Committee, 
of which he is chairman, could be 
amended to reduce the speed limit on 
state highways to 55 miles per hour. 
In its present form, the pending 
measure also provides for an increase 
in the agreed limit of trucks from 55 to 
60 m.p.h., a move truckers have been 
demanding, Celebrezze noted. 
But the Cleveland legislator said he 
believes “ because of the present fuel 
crisis, that action would not be in the 
best interest of the country.”

Panel To Study 
Fuel Shortages 


COLUM BUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
Guidelines for conserving fuel, in­ 
cluding possible shutdown of schools 
during severe weather, will be 
reviewed at a Sunday meeting of the 
State Board of Education's special 
committee on the energy crisis. 
The guidelines are expected to bo 
presented to the state board at its 
meeting Monday. 
The committee has been working on 
guidelines since its creation Oct. 15. 
State school Supt. Martin Essex said 
the board can only request voluntary 
compliance with the guidelines. But if 
they are followed, he said, it is esti­ 
mated that fuel consumption in Ohio’s 
5,000 school buildings could be reduced 
30 per cent. 
Concerning the closing of buildings, 
board President John Meckstroth said 
“ discussions on this topic will explore 
the wisdom of recommending such a 
shutdown in mid-December and mid- 
January. Or, perhaps closing schools 
at the end of the semester in January 
and reopening on Presidents Day, Feb. 
18.” 
Essex said his department is 
“ preparing guidelines for a .shutdown 
and securing of buildings during the 
period when schools may be closed.”

Mansfield, Ohio . 
The allegatio n is o ne o f sev eral in the 
lawsu it, which describes alleged kick­ 
backs, 
fav o ritism 
and 
u nco llected 
lo ans thro u gh scheming o f co mp any 
o fficers 
The su it alleges the tru sts were 
manip u lated to the o fficers’ benefit 
while the co mp anies’ assets were 
dep leted. 
Princip al defendants in the case are 
Ohio Heal Estate Inv estment Co . and 
Ohio Heal Estate Eq u ities Co ., bo th in­ 
v estment tru sts, and the U.S. Cap ital 
Co rp . 
In the Mansfield mo tel sale, the su it 
alleged, the sellers hired Financial 
Management Co rp . 
(FMC) as in­ 
v estment co nsu ltants to handle the 
sale to OREIC. 
FMC is a who lly -o wned su bsidiary o f

FMC receiv ed a $65 ,000 fee fo r the 
mo tel sale, the su it said, and p aid 
Ostrander and Grimm $33,400.

The 
sellers p aid FMC $25 ,000, and FMC 
p aid Ostrander and Grimm $6,000 
each, the su it said. 
Wo o dside Mano r Nu rsing Ho me was 
bo u ght by OREIC fro m Cap ital

U.S. Cap ital su bsidiary , the su it said.

o ne q u arter the 
amo u nt he demanded, Chatham said. 
“ Ev ery time I went back to talk to 
him, he co cked his p isto l," Chatham 
said. “ I nev er saw his face. He made 
me sit in a chair with my back to him. 
He threatened sev eral times to kill his 
ho stages and said at o ne p o int that he 
did no t want to liv e.” 
FBI agents and p o lice p ro v ided a car 
and $200,000 in cash fro m 
bank 
headq u arters to meet the demands o f 
the gu nman, identified as Geo rge Lin­ 
to n Whitfield, 31, New Carro llto n, Md. 
Bu t as he led two o f the ho stages 
to wards the car, a p o lice sharp sho o ter 
fired o nce fro m a ro o fto p , kno cking 
him to the p av ement. 
As the two ho stages div ed to the 
gro u nd, the gu nman screamed and 
fired o nce with a rev o lv er, p o lice said. 
Then p o lice 
who had su rro u nded the 
o ne-sto ry branch 
o p ened u p with a 
deafening fu sillade o f rifle and small 


arm s fire. 
The ho stages were u ninju red. A 
p o liceman identified as J.B. Adams 
su ffered a sto mach wo u nd, p o ssibly 
fro m a rico cheting p o lice bu llet, a 
p o lice sp o kesman said. He was rep o rt­ 
ed in go o d co nditio n at a ho sp ital.

Investment Trust Lawsuit 
Claims $33,400 Kickback 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P )- Two 
trustees of a Cincinnati-based in­ 
vestment trust received a $33,400 kick- 
back when the trust bought a motel, a 
$64 million stockholders lawsuit al­ 
leges, 
The suit, filed in U.S. District Court 
in Columbus, said James L. Ostrander 
and Clifford 
R. 
Grimm 
received 
$16,700 each through a third company 
for the purchase of the Holiday Inn at 
Mansfield, Ohio. 
Tile allegation is one of several in the 
lawsuit, which describes alleged kick­ 
backs, favoritism and 
uncollected 
loans through scheming of company 
officers 
The suit alleges the trusts were 
manipulated to the officers’ benefit 
while the companies’ assets were 
depleted. 
Principal defendants in the case are 
Ohio Real Estate Investment Co. and 
Ohio Real Estate Equities Co., both in­ 
vestment trusts, and the U.S. Capital 
Corp. 
In the Mansfield motel sale, the suit 
alleged, the sellers hired Financial 
Management Corp. 
(FMC) as in­ 
vestment consultants to handle the 
sale to OREIC. 
FMC,’ is a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
U.S. Capital, in which Ostrander and 
former trustee I.awrence W. Dunning 
owned individually 36.6 per cent of the 
stock, the suit said. 
FMC received a $65,000 fee for the 
motel sale, the suit said, and paid 
Ostrander and Grimm $33,400 
The trust also purchased Roselawn 
Shopping Center in Cincinnati. The 
sellers paid FMC $25,000, and FMC 
paid Ostrander and Grimm $8,000 
each, the suit said. 
Woodside Manor Nursing Home was 
bought by O R EIC from Capital 
Development Corp. (C IX’), another 
U.S. Capital subsidiary, the suit said. 
Bought for $338,000, the improved 
property was sold to the trust for $1.25 
million, the suit said. 
'Hie federal suit also listed alleged 
examples of large loans made by the 
trust to firms in which trustees had an 
interest, with no effort made to collect 
on the loans. 
It also said trust property was leased 
to companies in which officers held an 
interest, with little effort to collect 
rent. 
For example, the suit said, a tract 
was leased by U REIC to Rex’s Bull 
Run Inc., a Cincinnati restaurant in 
which Ostrander held an interest. 
As of June 30, the suit said, the 
restaurant was 22 months delinquent 
in its rent. 
Interests in the investment trusts 
were 
being 
sold 
by 
Provident 
Securities, another U.S. Capital 
subsidiary, the suit said. 
Plaintiff stockholders said Provident 
promised them a seven per cent return 
on their investment. They said the bro­ 
kerage house said their interests would 
be repurchased if they weren’t 
satisfied. 
The suit said some dividends were 
paid, but they were out of capital, not 
profit. The firms refused to repurchase 
their interests, the suit said. 
Provident^ brokerage license was 
suspended by the Ohio Commerce 
Department on Oct. 29. 
The plaintiffs, two couples and two 
individuals who own a total of $181,(NX) 
in trust units and stock in the three 
principal defendant firms, filed the 
suit as a class action for 6.0(H) in­ 
vestors. 
The suit asks for $64 million in actual 
and punitive damages from 31 com­ 
panies and individuals named as 
defendants. 
Four state officials are among the 
defendants, accused of not properly 
policing the investment trust or 
brokerage firm. 
Named were Dennis Shaul, director 
of tin* Ohio Commerce Department; 


William L. Case III, securities division 
director, and Veronica M. Dever and 
Erie Christopherson, employees in the 
two offices. 
Shaul could not be reached for 
comment. 
Case said the allegations were un­ 
founded. 
“ I think our enforcement action in 
this particular case was timely,” Case 


said. “ I think we have acted respon­ 
sibly."

IX. L.C. Chatham talked nearly four 
hours with the well-dressed gunman, 
trying to persuade him to release four 
women bank employes he held captive 
Thursday in a small room of the 
downtown branch of the First National 
Bank of Atlanta. 
The gunman took the women hostage 
immediately when he was told the 
branch office had only about $50,000 
cash on hand 
one quarter the 
amount he demanded, Chatham said. 
" Everything I went back to talk to 
him, he cocked his pistol,” Chatham 
said. " I never saw his face. He made 
me sit in a chair with my back to him. 
He threatened several times to kill his 
hostages and said at one point that he 
did not want to live.” 
FB I agents and police provided a car 
and $200,000 in cash 
from bank 
headquarters to meet the demands of 
the gunman, identified as George Lin­ 
ton Whitfield, 31, New Carrollton, Md. 
But as he led two of the hostages 
towards the car, a police sharpshooter 
fired once from a rooftop, knocking 
him to the pavement. 
As the two hostages dived to the 
ground, the gunman screamed and 
fired once with a revolver, police said. 
Then police — who had surrounded the 
one-story branch — opened up with a 
deafening fusillade of rifle and small 


arms fire. 
The hostages were uninjured. A 
policeman identified as J.B . Adams 
suffered a stomach wound, possibly 
from a ricocheting police bullet, a 
police spokesman said.
